Class back in session 


How will CPS pay tor 
teacher raises? M-Rahm 
plays it vague on budget 

CEdcagoIrltHinB 

Chicago Public Schools teachers returned to 
their classrooms Wednesday with pay raises on 
the horizon after a seven-day strike, but details 
on how the cash-strapped district would pay for 
them remained scarce. 

Mayor Emanuel said he would not rule out a 
property tax increase to pay for the double-digit 
raises laid out in a tentative agreement with the 
Chicago Teachers Union, but he chose to focus 
on unidentified cost-saving measures that he 
said would pay for the deal. 

“We will continue to find savings in the 
central office, continue to do other things we

Chick-fil-A has pledged to stop giving money 
to anti-gay groups and to back off political and 
social debates after an executive’s comments 
this summer landed the fast-food chain smack 
in the middle of the gay marriage debate. 

The Civil Rights Agenda, which dubs itself 
the largest LGBT advocacy group in Illinois, 
said Chick-fil-A agreed in meetings to stop do- 
nating to groups such as Focus on the Family 
and the National Organization for Marriage. 
Such groups oppose same-sex marriage. 

A report from LGBT advocacy group Equal- 
ity Matters found that between 2003 and 2009, 


Chick-fil-A donated more than $3 million to 
Christian groups that oppose homosexuality 
In 2010, the fast food company gave nearly 
$2 million to such causes, according to the re- 
port. 

The LGBT collective said the Atlanta-based 
restaurant chain also sent a letter, signed by its 
senior director of real estate, to Chicago Aid. 
Proco “Joe” Moreno (ist). 

Chick-fil-A said in the missive that its non- 
profit arm, the WinShape Foundation, “is now 
taking a much closer look at the organizations 
it considers helping, and in that process will 


remain true to its stated philosophy of not sup- 
porting organizations with political agendas,” 
according to TCRA. 

Moreno helped fan this summer’s contro- 
versy after Chick-fil-A President Dan Cathy 
said his company was “guilty as charged” of 
supporting the biblical definition of the family 
unit. Moreno, who runs an increasingly trendy 
Northwest Side ward, said he would block the 
chain from opening shop in his area. 

Now, according to the Tribune, Moreno has 
softened his stance and will allow Chick-fil-A 
in.

Feds punished 
In botched plan 

Fourteen employees of the Bureau of Alco- 
hol, Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives and 
the U.S. Justice Department face disciplinary 
action for their roles in the botched Fast and 
Furious weapons-tracking program, accord- 
ing to a report released Wednesday by depart- 
ment investigators. No criminal charges are 
recommended, according to the report. 

The program was doomed by a “series of 
misguided strategies, tactics, errors in judg- 
ment and management failures” on the part 
of line agents, prosecutors and senior Bureau 
of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives 
members in Washington, Justice Department 
investigators concluded in a report released 
Wednesday 

The report does not recommend any crimi- 
nal sanctions against individuals in connec- 
tion with the gun- trafficking operation. 

The report finds that Attorney General 
Eric Holder was not informed of the con- 
troversial ATF operation until 2011 after the 
death of Border Patrol agent Brian Terry in 
December 2010.

Shea’s on the right 
end, Henry Melton’s the left defensive tack- 
le, and lAmobi] Okoye is the right defen- 
sive tackle. Henry and myself stunt inside, 
Okoye comes outside around us for contain 
from the nose all the way to the outside, and 
then Shea just has a regular rush. He’s a one- 
on-one against the guy He beat him, and I 
was able to beat my guy as well. 

SM: {Rodgers} actually almost slipped away, 
so it was good that Corey was there. I would 
have gotten him anyways, but Corey helped 
me out because I grabbed his jersey and he 
almost slipped away I think one hand got 
away But then I pulled him in and Corey 


was right there too. 

CW: As I slanted in, there was a little crease 
in there. The coach always says “gap’s going 
to open up,” and it’s a matter of one of us 
getting off because the guys slammed down 
on Henry And I was able to push through 
my guy and get there.

CW: Me? Not too much. I get excited after 
plays. After we had that play I got pretty ex- 
cited.

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*End of Watch’ co-stars 
find friendship in five 
months of cop training

If “End of Watch” had been just “another 
predictable cop movie,” Jake Gyllenhaal 
says, he would not have done it. “I chose this 
because it had heart,” he said. 

Gyllenhaal and Chicago native Michael 
Pena star as two LAPD police officers who 
spend half their time on the job 
chasing perps and the oth- 
er half discussing the 
meaning of life and 
love. Although Bri- 
an Taylor (Gyl- 
lenhaal) and 
Mike Zavala 
(Pena) both 
are honor- 
able officers, 
they become 
walking 
targets for 
South Central 
gang members 
when their am- 
bitions get the 
better of them. 

“The heart of this 
movie is that we have this 
relationship and you can take 
us out of the context of being police 
officers and put us in another movie and it 
has that heart,” Gyllenhaal told RedEye dur- 
ing an interview Monday at the Eour Seasons 
in L.A. “End of Watch” opens Eriday. 

Like their characters on screen, L.A. na- 
tive Gyllenhaal and Pena have become close 
friends. But that bond didn’t happen right 
away, according to writer/director David 
Ayer, who told MCT the actors initially were 


barely on speaking terms. They couldn’t 
agree on anything, Pena has said. 

So Ayer assigned them months of police 
training, martial arts training, weapons train- 
ing, sparring and ride-alongs with L.A. police 
officers, which strengthened their bond and 
gave them respect for each other’s talents. 

“The torture that I put them through 
made them become friends,” Ayer told 
MCT. “It became ‘Oh God, what have I cre- 
ated here?’ They wouldn’t shut up.” 

Their friendship is apparent in how the 
actors now praise each other. 

“Jake was awesome,” Pena said. “He was 
like, ‘This is our movie.’ You 
don’t always get that. He’s 
a friend now for life. He 
wanted me to do the 
best that I could 
possibly do. That 
does something 
to your psyche. 
He really took 
care of me.” 

Watching 
Pena rock 
his role is 
one of the 
things Gyl- 
lenhaal liked 
most about the 
job. He described 
Pena’s performance 
as “absolutely compel- 
ling and inspired.” 

Tor us that partnership, 
becoming brothers and coming from 
two different places definitely as people, was 
key” said Gyllenhaal, who also executive pro- 
duced the film. “It took us a while to become 
close, but we are really incredibly close now” 

Although the actors spent five months on 
the L.A. streets observing real officers, “End 
of Watch” was shot in just 22 days. On Gyl- 
lenhaal’s first ride-along, a speeding train 
nearly nailed him. His unit was in pursuit of

a stolen vehicle that got stalled on railroad 
tracks, and he and the officers pushed the 
car off the tracks with about 30 seconds to 
spare. 

“When you’re doing a ride-along there are 
hours and hours of boredom that are occa- 


sionally interspersed with a situation that 
can be violent,” Gyllenhaal said. “The reality 
of what the job is hasn’t always been rightly 
portrayed {in film}. ... We discovered a sense 
of humor and a real partnership, a brother- 
hood inside [the patrol cars}.”

Like many people, the L.A. cops who escorted 
“End of Watch” co-stars Michael Pena and 
Jake Gyllenhaal on ride-alongs couldn’t help 
but get excited around Gyllenhaal. 

“It was kind of funny Everybody’s like, 
Jake! Jake! Jake! What’s up?’ ” says the 36 -year- 
old Pena, who grew up at i6th and California 
and went to Marist High School in Chicago. 
But that changed once they got in patrol cars, 
he said. ‘As soon as we went on patrol they 
were like, ‘^ah yeah, yeah, hold up a sec.’ 
They were policing. They were super cool 
cops.” 

Audiences for “End of Watch” wiU get a 
rare, intimate look at police work when the 
film opens Eriday The film foUows officers 
Taylor (Gyllenhaal) and Zavala (Pena) as they 
patrol a particularly dangerous part of South 
Central L.A. The actors endured five months 
of training for the roles and during the nightly 
ride-alongs, Pena told RedEye at the Park 
Hyatt, he saw people shot in the face and arms 
and a “bloody mess over here, bloody mess 
over there.” 

How aware were you of violence in Chicago 
growing up here? 

I remember I had my first bike for half an 
hour. I got beat up and it got taken away It 
was pretty brutal. 

How long did you wait until you got another 
bike? 

Oh my God, I think my dad built me a bike. 
{The one that was stolen] was like a Huffy 
BMX bike, which were super awesome at the 
time. We couldn’t afford it very much. That 
was like my birthday present. I think he got 
like the body of a bike, which wasn’t even 
reaUy like a bike, it was like a motorcycle. 

So heavy dude. And he built the fork, like 
welded some things and actually built the 
fork; it was so hard. The wheels were small. 
[Laughs.] I never got made fun of, though. 

And no one stole it. 

Nobody wanted to steal it. I could literally 
leave it with a bow and they’re like, “Man, I 
ain’t gonna steal that.” ’Cause who’s gonna sell 
it, dude? With the welding and stuff Dude, 
nobody’s going to sell it. 

How did you react when you saw shootings 
during the ride-alongs? I*m sure you’re try- 
ing to play it cool, but was there a moment 
when you jumped? 

^ah, for sure. Especially the first day of 
shooting. They did their gang signs, like, “Get 
outta here, man!” We weren’t shooting on 
soundstages, man, that’s for sure. We were 


shooting in the thick of it. And they were 
beeping and trying to get us out and there was 
a loud pop. And all of us, including the real 
policemen, went for our weapons. I was like, 

“I got a fake weapon. What am I gonna do?” 

It seems like you and Jake really bonded 
from going through this experience together. 
How much would you recommend friends 
who are hanging out saying, “Hey, let’s take 
this bond to the next level. Let’s go on a ride- 
along”? 

Dude, that would actually be, like— you mean 
to be romantic? Like a bromance? “Bro, you 
want to take it to the next level? Would you 
die for me, bro?” That would be something 
that Will Eerrell would say “Do you want to 
take it to the next level, man? Do you want 
to be romantic? If you want this bromance to 
take it to the next level, let’s go on a ride along. 
Let’s do it, bro!” 

That’s a good idea, right? 

[Laughs.] ^ah. That’s an epic idea, dude. I 
think family members should do that. ’Cause 
me and my brother literally fought all the 
time, dude. Physically everything. I bet you 
if we sat and saw the world the way it really 
is and we woke up to it we’re like, “OK, we 
need to calm down.” Even though we lived in 
a bad neighborhood— the thing is, when you 
live in a bad neighborhood you run away from 
trouble. %u run away from the cops. In this 
instance, they are the cops and they run to- 
ward the trouble. So it’s actually gnarlier than 
you think it is. mpais@tribune.com i @mattpais 


Witnessing murders, domestic dis- 
putes and other heinous criminal acts all 
are things that might make two actors 
scoot a little closer to each other in the 
back of a patrol car. But for Gyllenhaal, 
the bond with Pena went even deeper. 
Pena and Ayer gave Gyllenhaal a crash 
course in “Latino loi,” and as a result 
Gyllenhaal has a new appreciation for 
Latino culture. 

“This movie changed my life,” Gyl- 
lenhaal said. “The Spanish culture that 
David Ayer introduced me to, and being 
around Michael ... it was so inspiring to 
me. The running joke on the set was that 
I should marry a Mexican girl!” 

The fun didn’t end there, Gyllenhaal 
said. The violent situations the char- 
acters face in the film “are all based on

things that happened” in real life, Gyllen- 
haal said. Still, the scenes with him and 
Pena in the squad car— which were shot 
in just a day and a half— were his favor- 
ites. 

“When you’re working with a great ac- 
tor and you get to play with good writing,” 
he said. “To me that whole day-and-a-half 
was probably the most fun to shoot.”

When instant just won’t do, 5 new 
coffee shops have your cup ready

When a caffeine craving sneaks up, you don’t have to ven- 
ture far to find your fix, whether at a boutique roaster such 
as Metropolis or Intelligentsia or the drive-thru at Dunkin 
Donuts. Lucky for serious coffee fans, the past four months 
have brought five new options for fueling up. The latest crop 
of coffee shops are setting themselves apart by shipping in 
rare beans, roasting beans right on-site and even concocting 
their own syrups for flavored lattes. 

Big Shoulders 

1105 W. Chicago Ave. 312-888-3042 
Opened: June 

Having transitioned from chef de cuisine to chef de coffee, Tim Coonan 
brings 30 years of experience working in restaurants in Southern France, 
New York, and Chicago (including 7 years at Spiaggia) to this West Town 
roastery. Coonan began his business after five years of roasting in his 
home and delivering by bicycle across the city, and his roasts repre- 
sent the same meticulous attention to detail that his former fine-dining 
gigs demanded. He currently roasts four varieties of beans on-site from 
Guatemala, Ethiopia, Brazil and Colombia, and beans are brewed four 
ways: auto-drip, espresso, French press and through the Clever Coffee 
Dripper, a snazzy system of brewing that combines the best features of 
French press and filter drip ($2-$4 for a 16-ounce cup). 

Bow T russ Coffee Roasters 

2934 N. Broadway 773-857-1361 
Opened: June 

In the past 15 years, Phillip Tadros has opened a string of coffee shops- 
Kickstand, Dollop and Noble Tree, plus revamped cafes at Colombia 
College-and after years of reselling beans from other roasters, he want- 
ed more control over the product. So he assembled an expert team of 
coffee professionals (largely ex-Intelligentsians) to directly source coffee 
from farms and roast it on-site in a welcoming East Lakeview space. Bow 
Truss has amassed enough of a following over the summer that Tadros 
has ordered a second roaster to meet the growing demand. Coffee is 
brewed two ways-auto drip and pour-over-and current offerings in- 
clude a Guatemalan, Ethiopian and Colombian roast ($2 to $5 a cup).

Remember La Colombe, the Philadelphia-based coffee roastery that opened a Chicago 
location at 955 W. Randolph Street last year? Follow the coffee-seeking adventures of La 
Colombo’s co-founder, Todd Carmichael, on new TV show “Dangerous Grounds.”

Seeking to caffeinate their retirement, hus- 
band-and-wife team Frank and Susan Conklin 
have brought this Hawaiian coffee franchise 
to Lakeview’s Southport corridor. All beans are 
grown in the volcanic soils of Hawaii and roast- 
ed off-site in either Utah or Florida before arriv- 
ing in Chicago. An American roast, flavored cof- 
fee, single-origin and Kona blend are available 
each day, and cups ($1.81 -$2.57) are brewed 
either by French press, single-serve pour-over 
or auto-drip. For $35 per half pound, you can 
take home the shop’s prized 100-percent Kona 
coffee, which is known for its fruity, nutty flavor 
and is available in limited supply thanks to the 
small Hawaiian area in which it grows. 


Black Coffee Gallery

Downtown’s newest coffee shop has arrived 
by way of Oaxaca, Mexico. Black Coffee Gallery 
currently operates 17 branches in Mexico, with 
each one dedicated to a different Oaxacan art- 
ist. The art displayed inside the Chicago loca- 
tion is a combination of these 17 artists, plus 
one local artist, Peter Marx. The cafe serves 
two coffee options; both have spicy and sweet 
notes and are made from beans grown in 
Oaxaca and roasted in Guadalajara exclusively 
for the franchise ($3.75-$4.50). Look for the 
cafe inside Mezcalina, a new restaurant in the 
Lakeshore East complex helmed by execu- 
tive chef, Manuel Banuelos, whose south-of- 
the-border spirit takes the form of Oaxacan 
fare and booze, including 70 mezcals and 50 
tequilas.

After many years in the coffee industry-in- 
cluding two together at Metropolis-Zak Rye 
and Tristan Coulter are bringing a new cafe to 
a busy corner in Logan Square.

The beans, most- 
ly sourced from Central and South American 
this fall, will be roasted in-house and accom- 
panied by a revolving guest tap featuring two 
other roasters. Coffee is brewed via auto-drip, 
pour-over and espresso machine and ranges 
from $2 to $4.50 for all the bells and whistles, 
including house-made syrups. There’s also a 
classic European food menu paired for coffee, 
including cured meats, cheeses, house-pickled 
veggies, plus plenty of tea, too.

Tavi Gevinson, for whom we 
all will work one day, was walk- 
ing home from school, books 
pressed to her chest, skirt 
swishing. It was a portrait of 
suburban idyll, the first day 
of class at Oak Park and River 
Forest High School. And yet, 
during the first two class pe- 
riods, she held back tears, she 
said. She didn’t have friends in 
those classes and couldn’t help 
thinking she had a great sum- 
mer and now, with the start of 
her junior year, it was gone. 

In away she hadn’t had a summer: She spent June in the 
library compiling “Rookie: Earhook One,” her first book; 
then edited it; then Rookie (rookiemag.com), her online 
magazine for teenage girls, hit its creative stride, drawing 
hundreds of thousands of readers a month. She also acted in 
her first film and went on an Urban Outfitters-sponsored, 
i6-city road trip with Rookie staff, meeting the community 
of independent-minded teens who’ve come to regard the 
i6 -year-old as a droU, discerning impresario of teendom. 

More important, it was the summer that Gevinson be- 
gan to transition from novelty to established voice— from 
being an unnervingly precious middle-school fashion blog- 
ger, profiled by the New%rker at 14 and feted by the fash- 
ion industry at 12 (so self-possessed that she turned down 
“The Oprah Winfrey Show”), to being an unnervingly inci- 
sive and poised media brand with staying power. (At 7 p.m. 
Thursday she will discuss the “Rookie: Earhook One,” re- 
leased this month, at Unity Temple in Oak Park.) 

And now, transformative summer kaput, she had Eng- 
lish again. 

Her teacher asked students to stand and say some- 
thing about themselves. Gevinson, joking, said she was 
disappointed her required summer reading, “Montana 
1948,” was unaffiliated with Hannah Montana. But then 
another student introduced himself by saying something 
quasi-shocking/thoughtless and the exercise curdled. She 
became glum. She remembers thinking: ‘After a summer 
of being around people who are sarcastic but positive and 
not going out of their way to be provocative ... really? We 


are really doing this? It’s so im- 
mature.” 

Then again, Gevinson is un- 
commonly mature, said Steve 
Goldberg, her former philoso- 
phy teacher: “Part 16 -year-old, 
part 30 -year-old sophisticate. 
I had a lovely, smart student 
who confided in me she was 
jealous of Tavi, a little intimi- 
dated. She wanted to hate 
Tavi, but as she got to know 
and talk to Tavi, she found it 
impossible.” 

On that sunny first day of 
school, Gevinson came home 
to a dining room full of boxes. She had shipped them back 
from L.A. a few days earlier. Gevinson has a wide face, 
dark eyes, yellow bangs and the husky voice and deadpan 
manner of a character in a Wes Anderson movie. She walks 
to the boxes. “This is partly why I’ve been feeling emo- 
tional,” she said. Each box overflowed with handmade 
presents that fans gave her on the road trip. 

“This reeks of nail polish in a good way This has sequins. 
This also has sequins. This”— she held up a coat with “2 
Kool 4 Skool” stitched on the back— “is from these girls 
who asked me to join their girl gang.” 

She paused to explain: The tour ended in L.A., where 
Rookie staff, working in a gallery owned by Urban Outfit- 
ters, created an art installation of a teenage girl’s bedroom. 
They asked fans to contribute stuff from their bedrooms. 
The theme was friendship and fandom, “which are big 
when you’re a teenager,” Gevinson told me. “They can 
seem otherworldly and powerful. But then everything is 
so new when you’re a teenager.” 

She reached back in the box. 

She unfolded a letter and read: “Tavi, the memory of 
a bunch of Rookie girls in a circle after the ‘Freaks and 
Geeks’ marathon, sharing blankets and memories and 
languages and how Justin Bieber is underrated and Taylor 
Swift is amazing, is a memory I will always keep close to 
my heart.” Gevinson said, “That is so sweet,” then sighed 
and added: “I’ve read things on blogs that Rookie is for, 
like, weird girls— ‘I’m sick of this weird girls trope, blah 
blah.’ That’s just lazy”

Tavi Gevinson, the youngest of three daugh- 
ters, began her fashion blog, Style Rookie 
(thestylerookiexom), at ii. Her parents 
weren’t aware of it until she came to them and 
said she needed permission to be interviewed 
by The New ^rk Times. 

The rest is well-documented: Gevinson be- 
came a fashion-world celebrity She was flown 
around the world to fashion shows, invited 
to write for magazines, asked to appear in 
commercials and give a TED Talk. Her blog, 
which often featured an unsmiling Gevinson 
modeling couture sent by designers, was so 
perceptive and lucid that New York magazine 
insisted she was a fashion-world hoax. It also 
was getting 50,000 readers a day 

Jump forward to 2010: Gevinson an- 
nounced she would start an online magazine 
for teenage girls, inspired by the original, 
feisty Sassy magazine— opinionated, idiosyn- 
cratic and partly driven by what she likes now. 

Rookie (rooklemag.com) launched in Sep- 
tember 2011 using a bank loan obtained by 
Steve Gevinson, Tavi’s father and business 
adviser. A year later, it has four employees 
(including Gevinson) and made smart use 
of Gevinson’s connections, attracting con- 
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y fashion ^

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How to create eye-catching eyebrows

The right eyebrows can make or break your overall look, says Adrienne 
Bernal, stylist and cosmetologist at Belle Epoque Salon in Kansas City, 
Mo. (belleepoquekc.com). Full and shapely brows are back, and thin, 
skinny brows are a thing of the past, she says. Reign in or reshape your 
brows with these at-home tips from Bernal. 




1. Trim: Brush all 
eyebrow hairs 
upward with a 
brow brush or 
comb. Then, with 
eyebrow scissors, 
trim the long hairs 
down to lay better 
within the brow. 

2. Outline: Use 

a brow pencil to 
measure the cor- 
rect length of your 
eyebrows. Start by 
holding the pencil 
straight up from 
your left nostril, 
and draw a verti- 
cal line where the 


pencil aligns with 
the brow above the 
corner of the left eye. 
This is where your 
brow should begin. 
Then, hold the pencil 
from the same nostril 
to the outer corner 
of the same eye and 
draw another vertical 
line where the pencil 
stops at the brow. 
This is where your 
brow should stop. 
Draw a small dot 
on your eyebrow 
where you want the 
highest point of your 
arch (usually straight 
up from the outer 


edge of 

the iris). Repeat on 
the other side. 


3. Wax/tweeze: After 
drawing your guides. 


wax or tweeze 
excess hairs sur- 
rounding your brow 
shape. The outer 
brow should gently 
taper off. 

4. Fill: Fill in patchy 
spots with an eye- 
brow shadow that 
matches your brow 
color. Use a matte 
shadow to minimize 
shine and apply with 
an angled powder 
brush. Begin at the 
brow arch, and ap- 
ply shadow outward 
going in the direc- 
tion of hair growth. 


Then, going against 
the direction of hair 
growth, apply shad- 
ow to the brow to fill 
in gaps. 

5. Set: Use clear mas- 
cara to lightly cover 
the brows and hold 
them in place. 

6. Highlight: Use 

a matte powder in 
white or off-white to 
highlight your perfect 
arches. Apply directly 
under the arch of 
each of your brows 
and blend.

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Trainspotting’ author 
brings misfits back

Two years after “Trainspotting” author Irvine 
Welsh moved to the U.S., his infamous imagi- 
nary Scottish working-class heroin addicts are 
now descending upon America. 

The 53-year-old Scottish writer is working 
on a new play “Trainspotting USA,” in which 
the likes of Renton, Sick Boy, Spud and Begbie 
live in America, but first he has a new novel 
out, “Skagboys,” a prequel to “Trainspotting.” 

Released Monday in the U.S., “Skagboys” 
explores how Renton and 
friends burst onto Edin- 
burgh’s heroin scene in the 
early 1980s amid both per- 
sonal and social demons be- 
fore the time of “Trainspot- 
ting” and its sequel, “Porno.” 

^)Chlsh talked about “Skag- 
boys” and how “Trainspot- 
ting USA’ Americanizes his 
infamous symbols of Scot- 
land’s working class. 

Why now write a prequel 
to “Trainspotting’? 

I was moving and pack- 
ing everything up, and I 
found these old discs from 
a computer I had written 
“Trainspotting” on. I realized there were 
parts of “Trainspotting” I hadn’t used— about 
100,000 words. I read through it and I got 
back into the characters again. Everyone 
knows what’s going to happen to them basi- 
cally so it had to be done in more of a why- 
did-it-happen rather than a what-happens, 
getting more into the politics, changes in the 
society and in the community So looking 
over it, I focused on another approach. 

You have a play coming up, “Trainspotting 


USA.” Was it difficult to translate the charac- 
ters and their stories into a U.S. milieu? 

Some characters, like Renton and Sick Boy, 
worked very well. Spud also went well. Begbie 
was a difficult one because I think that the 
whole nature and culture of the way violence 
is expressed is very different in Scotland 
than in America. American psychopaths are 
very quiet, and for a Scottish psychopath it’s 
difficult to make (that transition}. We tried 
to mold it to the culture’s landscape. They go 
down to Mexico and all that, 
have a drug deal down there 
with prescription drugs. It’s 
got a very different feel to it, 
to me it feels very American. 

Any film plans for 
“Skagboys”? 

We’re talking about it. The 
guy who produced “Trainspot- 
ting,” Andrew MacDonald, 

I’m going to have to talk to 
him about doing it rather as 
a movie or as a TV series. It 
might work better as a TV se- 
ries. I think with the premium 
cable thing you can do some 
real art. I’m enjoying working 
with HBO because you can do 
so much stuff with your characters. ... There’s 
more time to develop the characters. 

You’ve been working on a lot of projects in 
television, film and theater. Any other nov- 
els in the works? 

I’m doing a novel. The two lead characters 
are both American, and they’re both women. 
One’s a personal trainer and one’s an artist. 
They’re set in Miami, and their paths cross, 
and they become kind of obsessed with each 
other.
